Use of Capital Stock. 


To use its capital stock, surplus and 
deposits as a revolving fund for the 
temporary purchase or holding of such 
first mortgage or first deed of trust 
form loans; to use the same for the 
purpose of buying iii its national laud 
bank bonds and of holding them tem­ 
porarily, so as to maintain the price 
of the same, or to lend on first mort­ 
gage or first deed of trust for a period 
not 
exceeding 
five years, 
provided, 
that not to exceed 50 per cent of such 
capital and surplus may be penna 
neatly invested in such national land 
bank bonds and in first mortgage or 
first deed of trust farm l*»ans, and the 
remainder of the capital and surplus 
can bt* permanently invested only in 
United States government bonds, in 
the bonds of the state in which such 
bank is operating, or in such other 
securities as may be authorized by the 
commissioner of farm land banks. 
To buy and sell gold and silver coin 
and bullion; to collect notes, drafts 
and bills of exchange; to discount 
commercial and other short term pa­ 
per and deal in national land bank 
bonds of other farm land banks with 
irs deposits. 


Every national farm land bankshall 
be subject to the following specific lim ­ 
itations: 


(A ) The amount of national land bank 
bun ’s that m ay be issued and outstanding 
at any one time by such national farm 
land bank shall not exceed fifteen times 
its capital and accumulated surplus. 
(Iii The charges of adm inistration im ­ 
post d by such national farm land bank 
upon th** borrower for handling such loan 
shall not in each instance ex* c-ed an an­ 
nual charge of I per centum upon the 
amount unpaid on the loan. 
(Ct The payments to be made annually 
or sem iannually by the borrower shall In 
all ca^es be sufficient to pay the interest 
ch arg* upon the loan, the adm inistration 
charges of the bank and an amortization 
payment sufficient to retire and pay off 
the amount of the principal borrowed (aa 
ev id en ced by the face of said first m ort­ 
gage or first deed of trust and the notes 
or bonds secured thereby) at its m aturity. 


A national farm land bank may pur 
chase, bold and convey real estate for 
the following purposes: 


Firs t.—Such as shall be necessary for 
Its immediate accommodation In the trans­ 
a c t ;!; of its business. 
Second - Such as shall he mortgaged to 
it by w ay 
>f security of loans made by 
it, as elsewhere herein provided. 
Third — Such as shall be conveyed to it 
in satisfaction of debts contracted In the 
course of business dealings. 
Fourth.—Sui h as it shall purchase at 
sale under judgments, decrees or m ort­ 
gages or deeds of trust held by the bank 
or shall purchase to secure debts due to it 


But no such bank shall hold the title 
and possession of any real estate con­ 
veyed to or purchased by it to secure 
any debts due to it for a longer period 
than five years.

PLANTING SAMPLE FOREST. 


M ost U n iq u e A rb o retu m In W o rld to 
G ro w E v e r y T re e In U n ited States. 
Iii the District of Columbia there is 
to be a “ national forest,” showing 
practically every kind of tree iii the 
United States and bow it grows under 
real forest conditions. This forest will 
cover about thirty-five acres and is be­ 
ing planted by the United States for­ 
est service in co-operation with the au­ 
thorities of Rock Creek park. 
The 
site is in the vicinity of Camp Good 
W ill, where the poor children of W ash ­ 
ington and their mothers go for a v a ­ 
cation iii the slimmer. 
This arboretum is declared to 
be 
unique in this country, if not iii the 
world. 
The trees in the Rock Creek 
arboretum have been planted iii groups, 
each group made of a single species. 
This w ill show the behavior of the 
tres 
under forest conditions, rather 
than their behavior as individual pa ck 
trees, each one by itself. 
It is the be­ 
lief of forest service officials that this 
plan w ill also help the trees to grow 
more thriftily. 
The foresters declare 
that the trees which grow in forests 
or in groups have tall, straight stems, 
with a com paratively small tuft of 
foliage at the top, whereas the open 
grown tree has a short, thick trunk 
and a wide spread of branches.

though something like 170 feet abo\’e 
the ground, "Bu d d y” was cool enough 
to pose for a photograph In his steeple 
jack clothes.

"Throat inoculations of this fungus 
are usually self limited and may re­ 
quire some adjustment iii the w ay of 
repeated inoculations or inoculation in 
special areas or under ape* ial condi­ 
tions to embrace all conditions in the 
nose. 
"it bas the power of inhibiting the 
growth of a number of throat path© 
gens (vinisus, micro organisms or tith­ 
er 
substances causing discase) 
and 
seems 
to 
Influence favorably mein 
bra nous anginas (sore throat from any 
cause) of various origin 
“ Its clinical us** seems to be attend­ 
ed with no danger 


A p p licab le In All Stages. 


“ It is applicable in all stages of the 
disease and seems to give speediest re­ 
sults in 1 lo* earliest rases.’’ 
W hen the fungus is sown on normal 
throats, after a few hours patients 
complain of a scratchy feeling. 
Later, 
as it develop#, it can be seen “ resem­ 
bling a membrane, as boar frost re­ 
sembles a snow fall.” 
“ If this fungus possess strong bac­ 
tericidal 
properties,” 
says 
Dr. 
Ten 
Broeck, "it ought to prove itself cura­ 
tive unaided by other means. 
A ntici­ 
pating the clinical tables, It may be 
said that the fungus seems t<> remove 
membranous anginas of various origin 
Given a case of membranous angina 
not seriously sick enough to demand 
immediate antitoxin, 
it is apparent 
that the fungus can be inoculated and 
la* doing its work many hours before 
ti)** diagnosis has become established. 
When there a v u s at the same time a 
clinical improvement that one by prac­ 
tice can detect, we felt justified in the 
face of a favorable outlook to let the 
ease progress without other treatment 
Here are seine of the physician’s 
comments on oases treated: 
“ A. Twenty-five cases of simple fol­ 
licular tonsilitis: 
Here a reaction oc­ 
curs simitar to or more marked than 
in normal throats. 
There is a rapid 
disappearance of the membrane w ith ­ 
out any loosening of the same In mass.

the extreme types of 
diphtheritic cases one occasionally notices 
a persisting, easily detachable exudation 
and slim y condition of the throat. 
This 
rapidly clears up under antiseptic tre at­ 
ment. 
“ B .—Seven 
cases with 
mild 
diph­ 
theritic tonsilitis. 
F iv e of these cases 
hare been treated without antitoxin, 
their progress having been sufficiently 
satisfactory without to warrant letting 
them alone. 
“ The procedure is not at this time 
recommended, but was adopted to dem­ 
onstrate the efficient bactericidal prop­ 
erties of this fungus when unaided by 
other means.”

Don't indulge to excess in alco­ 
holic liquors. 
People who are ad­ 
dicted to alcohol reduce their resist­ 
ance to pneumonia and increase the 
liability of death from it. 
Don't sleep with the bedroom win­ 
dows closed. 
Night air is purer 
than day air. It contains leas dust 
and fewer germs. 
Don’t sit around with wet feet or 
with wet clothing on. 
Don't let any one who has pneu­ 
monia pass it on to you. 
Treat 
pneumonia as a catching disease. 
Don t forget that good general 
health, maintained at a high stand­ 
ard by right living, is the best pos­ 
sible safeguard against pneumonia 
or any other infectious or can- 
tagious disease.
